G ettysburg’s 
Community 
Chest 
again this year will provide $1,750 
tor 
m aintenance of 
the 
Adams 
County Free Library 
With the library currently en­ 
gaged in a county drive for $15,000 
to complete paym ent for and to 
finance the renovation of the former 
jail on East High street, which was 
recently purchased by the library 
and is being remodeled into a per­ 
m anent home for the institution, it 
was 
pointed out today 
th at the 
money raised through the Commun­ 
ity Chest Is for m aintenance and 
operation of the library rather than 
for capital outlay. 
The annual $1,750 goes toward 
such things as purchase of books, 
operation of the bookmobile, repair 
of books, salaries, light, heat and 
similar expenses th a t occur through­ 
out the year. 
As a result, when such expend!- 


I lures occur as the purchase of a 
i building—expenses th at happen once 
I in a lifetim e—a capital outlay drive 
is permitted 
by 
the Community 
Chest. 
300,000 Book Loans 
With 13,000 books on hand, the 
library is able to serve most of the 
needs of the community for fiction, 
biography, 
and 
technical 
works, 
Community Chest officials pointed 
out. Since the library was estab­ 
lished in January, 
1945, approxi­ 
mately 300.000 book loans have been 
made to men, women and children 
of the community and county. 
A feature of the library Is "Red 
Wing,” the bookmobile, or library on 
wheels, which carries 1.000 books 
at a time and travels all over the 
county once each m onth to pro­ 
vide books to schools, branch li- 
libraries and book stations.
